The purpose of the proposed wheat pool is to 

Give the farmer more for his wheat than he 
aow gets, or than he is likely to get under the 
present system of competitive marketing. 

This is to be done by: 

1. Taking for the farmer the profit now made 
by the grain dealer and by 

2 Compelling the consumer to pay more than 
he would under the present system of open mar- 
keting. 

The profit of the grain dealer is the difference 
between the price the farmer receives and that 
which the consumer pays, less all costs and losses, 
ineluding purchasing, transportation, storage, )n- 
surance and interest charges, unfavorable market 
fluctuations and shrinkage. Obviously where the 


so great any reasonable margin of profit might 
easily be wiped out by a lack of efficiency or econ- 
omy on the part of the dealer. 

Naturally when the dealer is risking his own 
money or the money that his credit is pledged 
against, and is giving his personal attention and 
life's experience to the work of transferring his 
purchases from producer to consumer and where 
he is in competition with other dealers as active 
and as experienced as himself, both efficiency and 
economy are at their highest pitch. There is no pos- 
sibility that the actual handling of the grain on 


done more cheaply or more efficiently by any pos- 
sible organization or agency than it is or can be by 
the present system of marketing. 

Evidence as to the margin of net profit realiz- 
ed by the grain dealer under present marketing 
conditions is contained in a report of

The comtesse obeyed and entered the imperial 
sanctum. Stretched on a couch lay the Empress 
Charlotte in a fainting condition. The Empress 
Eugenie, in tears, had unhooked the neck of her 
dress, had hurriedly removed her shoes and 
stockings and was kneeling beside her, rubbing 
her icy feet with eau de cologne. 

The emperor appeared greatly agitated. He 
paced nervously up and down before the couch, 
walked about the room, seeming quite beside 
himself. He called for a doctor and urged that 
Dr. Semelenden, who had remained at the Grand 
Hotel in Paris, be summoned, Meanwhile the 
Empress Eugenie, in a voice broken by sobs, 
recounted to the comtesse the whole of the sad 
seene—the refusal of the emperor, the prayers, 
the tears, the entreaties of the Mexican empress, 
her threats and final outburst. 

While Eugenie was speaking she prepared a 
glass of brandy and water. Then, kneeling be 
side the unfortunate princess, put the glass to 
her tightly shut lips. With a movement of fury 
the Empress Charlotte thrust the glass away. 

“Assassins! Leave me! Take away your poi- 
son!” she cried. Then there followed a torrent 
of tears and another fainting spell. Hach mo 
ment of this crisis seemed to extinguish some 
ray of reason from the tried mind of the un- 
happy woman. Crouching in the arms of her 
lady in waiting, she implored that she be not 
abandoned to this race of Borgias, who wished 
to get rid of her by forcing her to take a 
poisonous concoction. 

From that moment the Empress Charlotte 
lost her reason, never again to recover it. The 
French newspapers the following day announced 
that their imperial majesties had received a visit 
at the chateau of St. Cloud from her majesty the 
empress of Mexico. The interview, they added, 
was most cordial and lasted two hours. Such is 
the irony with which official chroniclers record 
history. 

Some time later the Archduke Charles con- 
ducted her to the charming castle of Miramar, 
near Trieste, where her early married life had 
moved the

T REV. S. BARING-GOULD tells many 


stories in his “Barly Reminiscences, 

1834-1864." This distinguished author of 
numerous books and hymns, the first of which 
was published sixty-nine years ago, is now in his 
ninetieth year. 

“I heard a story of a chaplain and a convict 
from my half-brother, who, for many years later, 
was @ curate at Princetown,” he says. “The 
prison chaplain, named R——, very partial to 
the whiskey bottle, visited one of the cells, and 
read a chapter of the New Testament to the mar 
who occupied it. When ho had done, ‘Ah’ said 
the fellow, ‘would vour reverence mind read- 
ing it over again? It does me good.’ ‘Cer 
tainly, certainly,’ responded the chaplain. ‘And,’ 
further added the prisoner, ‘would you draw 
your chair a little nearer?’ ‘Certainly, certain 
ly,’ answered the Rev, R——, complying with 
both the man’s demands. The chapter ended, 
‘Ah, your reverence, may I ask for it just once 


more?’ ‘Once more! I've read it twice.’ ‘But 
it does me so much, so great good. Once more, 
parson dear.’ ‘Certainly, certainly.’ And the 


chaplain read the chapter for the third time. 
That ended, the convict said: ‘Might I ask to 
have it read just once again?” ‘No: why a fourth 
time?’ ‘Oh, sir, it’s seven years since I’ve smelt 
Irish whisky, and it does me so much good.’”
